CLEVELAND (AP) - Prelimi­ 
nary estimates on the path of the 
Echo satellite indicate this section 
of the United States will have four 
dusk and dawn, says the Stand­ 
ard Oil Co. Research Laboratory. 
Dr. A. L. Jones, supervisor of 
basic research at the laboratory, 
gave these estimates of time and 
direction for the lower region of 
the Great Lakes: 
9 :10 to 9 :20 p.m. (EDT)—Low 
in the southwest. This sighting is 
doubtful, as the huge balloon will 
be near the horizon. 
11:15 to 11:25 p.m.—Rising from 
the south, reaching a height of 45 
degrees, disappearing in the east 
1:25 to 1:35 a.m .—Rising in the 
west, climbing to 75 degrees, dis 
appearing in the northeast. 
3 33 to 3:43 a m . — From the 
west, heading slightly southeast, 
climbing to 65 degrees and disap­ 
pearing to the east. 
5:40 to 5:50 a.m .—Rising a lit­ 
tle north of west, climbing almost 
overhead (9 0 degrees) and disap­ 
pearing in the southeast.

satellite 
should be brighter than a star on 
most passes, and that the last one 
should be spectacular.

- Cuba’s 
strong man—Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro shows signs of making a 
formidable 
enemy 
in 
his 
own 
backyard — the Rinnan Catholic 
Church. 
In at least two cases in receir 
years, the ouster of strong man 
governments 
in 
predominantly 
Catholic Latin America has been 
preceded by church dissatisfaction 
with the ruling regime. 
The most notable instance was 
in Argentina in 19 55 when Dicta­ 
tor Juan Peron was overthrown 
after a long bitter dispute with 
the church that resulted in his ex­ 
communication. 
Again in 19 58, Venezuelan strong 
man Marcos Perez Jimenez so 
antagonized the church that Vene­ 
zuela and the Vatican were said 
to have been on the verge of a 
diplomatic break when Perez Ji­ 
menez was ousted. 
The church in Cuba is worried 
over the "increasing advance of 
communism in our country’ ’un­ 
der 
the 
1^-year-old Castro re 
gime. 
The Cuban hierarchy expressed 
that concern last Sunday in a 
pastoral le.ter read in the coun­ 
try's churches. The letter noted( 
the "close commercial, cultural 
and 
diplomatic 
relations” 
that 
have been established with Com­ 
munist countries. 
On Tuesday the archbishop of 
Havana, the 
Most 
Rev. 
Evelio 
Diaz, threatened to close all of 
Cuba’s Catholic churches unless 
the 
Castro 
regime 
guaranteed 
freedom of worship. 
The Roman Catholic Church oc 
cupies a complex position in Latin 
America. 
Most of the nations south of the 
.American 
border 
are 
heavily 
Catholic. Cuba is 84 3 per cent 
Catholic. Yet, even the church ad­ 
mits, many Latin Americans are 
Catholics in name only. It’s re­

In Politics, It's T h e Bo u n ce 


It's curious that the first cry of foul in 
what was expected to be a shoo-in for the 
lopsided Democratic m ajority in 
Congress 
cam e not from Republicans but from Sen. 
Johnson, the main Dem ocratic spokesm an on 
Capitol Hill. 
Sen. 
Johnson 
implied 
that 
President 
Eisenhow er struck below the belt by asking 
for everything but the kitchen sink in his 
m essage to the tag-end session of Congress. 
This was to have been the D em ocrats’ move, 
and the Republicans beat them to it. 
The cry of foul will be even louder when 
Republicans get rolling on the civil rights 
issue. Here is one place where the Demo­ 
crats coalition in Congress can’t take it with­ 
out wincng. 
‘ The coalition makes a play for Negro votes 
in northern cities with what it calls the strong­ 
e st civil rights plank in party history. So 
far so good. But it cannot keep this platform 
prom ise without splitting off its southern fac­ 
tion, which controls nearly all the pa rty’s 
'.committee charm anships in both the House 
and Senate. So it intends to forget its promise. 
It is as if the Republican party, eager for 
votes, bad promised to repress Negroes every- 
‘where, hoping thereby to win over white 
• voters in 
Mississippi, 
Georgia, 
Alabama, 
. Louisiana and South Carolina. Such a prom- 
\ 6e would be empty, because the Republican 
•party wouldn’t stand for it. 
* 
• 
DEMOCRATIC southerners will not stand 
•for the civil rights prom ises written into the 
.party's platform in I9 60. It is for this reason 
;that Republicans can call the platform writ­ 
e rs’ bluff and intend to do it. In politics, 
it’s the bounce that counts, and this tim e 
the bounce is in fa’ or of Republicans. 
This will not hurt the Dem ocratic party 
in the North as far as negro voters are con 
¡cerned. In the South, where negro voters do 
not hold a balance of power, it will have 


do effect either. 


The effect will be on the minds of inde- 


pendent voters outside the South — those 


millions of citizens who. every fourth year, 


profess to go in o a deep study from which 


they em erge with a free choice for the presi­ 


dent and whatever other candidates may be 


seeking federal offices. 


THESE ARE the people whose potential 


support is the prize in everything the Re­ 


publicans will do in the 1960 cam paign. 


These are the people—the only people—who 


claim that they bestow their votes according 
to their independent judgement on election 
day. All other voters frankly bestow their 
votes according to their allegiance within 
the fram ew ork of the two-party system and 
that us especially true of negro voters m 
northern cities. 
Their vo es are not at stake in the move to 
call the Dem ocratic party's bluff on civil 
rights. At stake are the votes of independents 
who purport to weigh everything in the bal­ 
ance and be guided by their individual finding. 
The Democratic coalition is in 
< false pcsi. 
tion when it prom ises something it cannot 
deliver. Even with two-thirds m ajorités in 
both houses of Congress, it has no chance of 
keeping its civil rights promises. 


AS A MATTER OF FACT, the D em ocratic 
party has no chance of keeping any of its 
prom ises, because they do not represent the 
policy of a political party, only the vote lures 
of a political coalition hoping to oust the 
Republican party from the White House. 
Although D em ocrats controlled both 
the 
White House and Congress from 1933 to 1952 
and now control Congress, they have been 
unable to carry out their platform prom ises 
since 1938. when the New Deal coalition fell 
apart under the strain of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt's effort to pack the Supreme Court.

dustry leaders could “develop guiding line« 
for just and harmonious 
labor-m anagem ent 
relations . . . to reduce the likelihood of the 
recurrence of . . . industrial strife.” 
The Meany proposal was made to 
the 
White House, which last April 26 announced 
a plan for a continuing series of informal 
discussions. The first m eetng of AFL-CIO 
leaders with representatives of industry from 
the National Association of M anufacturer* 
w as held May 19. The second m eeting was 
held last Tuesday. 


No particular attention wa* paid to the 
second m eeung. 
Although it was 
in 
New 
York City, that city's newspapers wrote it 
off in advance as an em pty formality, which 
it turned out to be. There were no results. 
A few labor leader* and a few industrialists 
m et in a hotel, exchanged pleasantries and 
adjourned. 


Perhaps it w asn’t a good idea after all. Al­ 
though it can be argued with deep convic­ 
tion that the problem s facing organized labor 
and their em ployers call for a spirit of co­ 
operation. the record of past attem pts to 
enlist their cooperation is not encouraging. 
P reddent Trum an called a labor-industry 
conference n 1945 to deal wuth labor tur­ 
m oil after World W ar II. He wanted the con­ 
ference to establish a “ broad and perm anent 
foundation for industrial peace 
and 
prog­ 
ress ” T V conference was a failure. 


President Wilson called a nauonal indus­ 
tria l conference in 1919 to deal with the after- 
m ath of labor strife, following World W er I. 
He asked it to form ulate principle* for “ gen­ 
uine and lasting cooperation between capital 
and labor.” It failed. 


It was pointed out on these occasions that 
labor-m anagem ent conference are more like­ 
ly to call attention to disagreem ent* than to 
reveal ways to clcse the breaches that have 
caused disagreem ents 
The problem, nevertheless, is there—a chal­ 
lenge to a free economy. It is hard to be­ 
lieve that the OLD World credo of class w ar­ 
fare must be binding on • New World society 
in which working people have an unques­ 
tioned right to a full share in an economy 
where wage earners own stock and expect 
to beneft trom the productivity of enterprise

As the special session of Con­ 
gress gets under way, it should be 
noted that it is a wholly unneces­ 
sary affair. 
The Senate m ajority frittered its 
tim e aw ay for nearly six months 
when all the meavsures now booked 
for passage could have been acted 
upon. It was planned to hold im­ 
portant legislation in abeyance for 
the purpose of a hurry-up session 
for political am m unition 
The special session will enable 
m em bers, intent on promoting their 
chances for success at the polls in 
November, promiscuously to give 
handouts to various 
g r o u p s of 
voters. 
Thus a challenge is offered to a 
responsible 
President 
either 
to 
yield to vote-getting by approving 
legislation or be b 1 a m e d in the 
cam paign for neglect of the poor 
and needy while serving the opu­ 
lent rich. 
Certain housing bills are one of 
the best exam ples of legislat on 
which not only is reckless and un­ 
sound but is of such im portance 
that it should not be passed in the 
hurried hours of the dog days. 
One of these, with a price tag 
of $1.7 32.000.000. is Senate bill 367 0. 
It not only authorizes 25,000 new 
publ'c housing units but moves into 
the middle-income area by per­ 
m itting families who have incomes 
too high for present public hous­ 
ing. to get subsidized.

ing for middle-income people. 
Since this sort of lending could 
go on and on. it opens the way to 
even more mischief than the bill 
already passed, S.367 0. Many bil­ 
lions of government loans would go 
into this plan. 
An exam ination of these bills 
show* 
how 
far 
welfarism 
has 
moved toward a completely nurse­ 
maid state since the early housing 
legislation in the Roosevelt adm ini­ 
stration. 
At that tim e there was depres­ 
sion and it was of the essence 
to stim ulate the heavy industries. 
S hoe housing would have a m a­ 
jor effect upon all 
industry 
and 
there had been a great accum ula­ 
tion of need for housing in the 
depression years, a m oderate law 
was 
passed 
which, 
through 
the 
guarantee of 
m ortgages, 
helped 
those who were anxious to help 
them selves. This has served well. 
The New Deal i* far behind now 
—‘‘he New Deal that saw Candidate 
Kennedy as a teen-ager. It is now 
the New Frontier, which w'ould re­ 
gard the Roosevelt evolution as 
rank reaction.

to the higher price which the new 
batteries add to the gadgets 


Nickel 
cadm ium 
battery 
sales 
are now running around 15 mil­ 
lion dollars a year, but with m ost 
for 
industrial 
use 
as 
standby 
equipm ent rath er than in hou>e- 
hold items. M akers of these bat- 
teries include Gould National Bat- 
teries, Willard and Exide batter­ 
ies. 
A 
Gould 
spokesm an 
predicts 
that with the hoped-for expansion 
in the household and office fields, 
sales can rise to 7 5 million dol­ 
lars by 1965.

Those assets amount to alm ost a 
trillion dollars, or three tim es as 
much a s in 1950.

real estate.

ANOTHER FACTO is

The proponents ot the New Fron­ 
tier 
contemptuously

But by 
m aking sure that everybody m ust 
have not only a good home but a 
new home at federal expense, the

It is thus robbed with one hand

But in the new dispensation the 
rich get a windfall, too. They can

would effectively contribute to the 
m aintenance of international peace 
and secqrity.” 
That’s the language of the July 
22 resolution of the Security Coun­ 
cil of the United Nations, which 
has just been reaffirm ed by the 
sam e council. 
But if this can be done in the 
Congo, why can’ i be applied also 
in other countries? 
Today Soviet troops occupy Hun­ 
gary, Poland, Czechoslovakia. Bui. 
garia, Romania, E ast German> and 
other captive states. 
Soviet troops continue to impose 
their tyrannical power and to in­ 
terfere with freedom 
of 
speech, 
freedom of the press and free elec­ 
tions by the peoples of those coun­ 
tries. 
If the United Nations i* to be 
the policeman of the world, it has 
a job cut out for it 
in 
eastern 
Europe. 
The Security Council 
insists in 
the resolution, adopted by a 9-0 
vote Monday mght, that the United 
Nations forces “ will not be a party 
to or in any way intervene in or be 
used to influence the outcome of 
any internal conflict, constitutional 
or otherw ise.” 


YET KATANGA - The province 
which has seceded — has been 
protected by Belgain troops, which 
the United 
Nations 
now 
orders 
withdrawn. 
They ctm e there as a result of 
incident* in Leopoldville, 
w h e r e 
dozens of Belgian 
women 
were 
raped by the troops of the very 
government that asked the United 
N ations forces to intervene. 
There is no evidence that any 
plans are being m ade to secure 
redress for the wrongs done the 
foreigners wrho were attacked. At 
least two of them 
were 
Amer­ 
icans. 
Instead, the em phasis has been 
placed on the w ithdraw al of the 
Belgian troops. Once this dem and 
is complied with by the Belgians, 
the United Nations forces are sup­ 
posed to m aintain order They will 
not be able, however, to rem ain 
there indefinitely. 
In the final analysis, the question 
will be whe her the Congo govern­ 
ment,, whose troops were responsi­ 
ble for the disorders in the first 
place, is capable of m aintaining 
order. Its Prim e M inister has been 
threatening to m arch against the 
troops of the neighboring province 
of Katanga. 
This is certainly an “ internal” 


situation, even though the United 
Nations chooses to em phasize the 
international aspects. 
.Maybe an international force will 
some day have to enter Cuba to do 
a sim ilar job of protection. The 
Organization of American States is 
at present the prim ary agency for 
the task in the western hemis­ 
phere 
and, 
for the time 
being, 
it is assum ed the United Nations 
will refrain from intervention there. 


UNITED NATIONS force* have 
been used heretofore 
to 
try 
to 
squelch a w ar between two parts 
of a given country. 
It will be recalled that this was 
the basis of the entry of United 
Nations forces in 
Korea in 
the 
sum m er of 1950. 
The Soviets happened by acci­ 
dent to be absent from the Security 
Council meeting or surely would 
have vetoed that action. A single 
vote by the Soviets could have de­ 
feated the m easure and 'the Red 
Chinese and North Koreans, 
who 
plotted the overthrow of tHe 
Re­ 
public of Korea, probably would 
have been successful m their an­ 
nexation program. 


The United Nations 
by 
formal 
resolution of the assembly declared 
in 1951 that Red China 
was 
an 
aggressor but 
nothing 
has 
ever 
been done by the U.N. itself to 
punish the aggressor. 
In fact, m any m em bers want to 
rew ard the aggressor by admitting 
Red China to the United Nations. 
Although 
an 
arm istice 
w a s 
signed between the United Nations 
forces 
and 
the 
Communists, 
it 
has been repeatedly violated by 
both the 
Red Chinese 
and the 
North Korean arm ies. 


Evidence of an indisputable char­ 
acter 
also 
has 
been 
revealed 
showing that the Soviet government 
furnished arm s and ammunition to 
the forces cf the Red Chinese and 
N orth Koreans. 
Mr. Vishinski formally confessed 
this at a U.N. meeting. 


THIS ACT of treason against the 
Unhed Nations has gone unpun­ 
ished. 
The U.N. C harter says: 


“ All m em bers shall give the Un. 
ited Nations every assistance in 
any action it takes in accordance 
with the provisions of the present 
charter, and shall refrain from giv. 
ing assistance 
to 
any 
s t a t e 
against which the United Nations 
is taking preventive or enforce­ 
m ent action.” 
But since the Soviet government 
has the right of veto in the Secur­ 
ity Council, it disregards that plain 
warning. 
T h at’s w’hy the 
Soviet 
threats 
that have been m ade recently to 
intervene in the Congo and the 
wanton use of Communist propa­ 
ganda to upset peaceful 
govern­ 
m ents 
in 
independent 
countries 
go on unchecked.

My latest artifact is a piece of 
gray stone shaped like a pyramid. 
It is two inches high, vviih an in­ 
dentation on one side bearing faint 
gouge m arks a* if it had b e e n 
chewed on. 
I 
think 
it 
was 
an 
aboriginal 
tething stone, but others who have 
studied it think it may have been 
a kitchen knife - sharpener. 
It also could have been an exer­ 
cising stone, to strengthen the grip 
•t a prim itive office-seeker condi­ 
tioning him self for an up-hill-and 
down-dell cam paign. 
There is a deep gouge in another 
face of the artifact that looks as if 
it m ight have been chipped out by 
a spear. This suggests the artifact 
m ight have been used as a primi 
live sleep inducer, much as today’s 
pugilists rely on 
fortifying their 
fists with plaster of Paris if the 
com m issioners 
aren’t 
watching. 
Some ancient m ay have clutched 
it in his fist 
during battle 
and 
caught a spear betwen his fingers. 
This is the really stim ulating 
thing about artifacts. 
You never 
know. Take this book, “ Clean and 
Decent” that 
people 
have 
been 
chuckling about. 
It’s a scholarly 
history of ba hroom fixtures, a id 
in one place it suggests that some 
artifacts now displayed on m antles 
aod 
id m useum ca^es m ay Tiave 


started out in a dismally utilitarian 
role. 
The only metal artifact 1 ever 
ran across turned out to be the tie- 
rod of a Model T Ford. I cherished 
another artifact m ade of pottery— 
obviously primitive, with a quaint 
blue design. This was a fragm ent 
of something that could have been 
a sacrificial urn 
for storing the 
blood of young boys and maidens 
killed to appease angry gods. 
However, another archeologist to 
whom I showed the fragm ent said 
it was a chunk out of a 
butter 
crock in common use back after 
Ulysses G rant’s era, when junkies 
first took pride in cluttering up the 
prem ses now occupied by t h e 
Twillery. They have left upward of 
a thousand beer cans, beer bottles, 
wrecks of buggies, cars and sm all 
hardw are. 
Some day. all this stuff will he 
genuine artifacts. Generations from 
now. bright-eyed archeologists will 
pick up this junk and take it into 
the house to be view el by the fam ­ 
ily.
